A well known coriospouiiont and 
practical minor olsowlioro contributes 
a chapter on tlio future prospects ot 
quartz raining in British Columbia. 
Tho subject is one of sucii paramount 
importance, and is so deoply inters 
woven with the future of those Golos 
nios, that we are led to recur to tho 
subject iu the hopo of exciting a more 
wide-spread interest iu what wo must 
regard as our chief eouroo of wealth 
in tho immodiato future. 'Wo have 
boforo pointed out and our corres- 
pondent also reveals the fallacy and 
danger of seeking to found tho pros-> 
pority of tho country entirely on the 
precarious results of placer mining j 
the assertion needs no farther or 
stronger proof than tho experience of 
other gold countries, where the failnro 
of alluvial diggings — for fail they 
eventually must— has brought about 
similar collapses. Wo are far from 
harboring tho idea that our placer 
diggings arc exhausted ; on the cons 
trary, basing our conclusions on tho 
reports and opinions of soientifio men, 
we hazard the belief that untold wealth 
lies yot nntouohed in, the miniQg re- 
gions of onr favored land, and that the 
alluvial diggings will last for years to 
come; but this system of mining must 
take its place as an auxiliary, and can- 
not constitute the only sustaining ole-< 
ment in the country. Tho time is at 
hand ior the achievement of greater 
things, and if eapital and co-operative 
labor can be made to produce millions 
in lieu ot thousands, that capital must 
be had) and a utilizing system of iin» 
folding tho treasures of the earth in- 
angurated fortbwit?i. The researches 
of the past season have disclosed tho 
existence of gold quartz leads of sur- 
passing richness, so far as casual pros- 
pecting could bear witness, in several 
parts of the country. Ono lead in 
Cariboo has already engaged tho at- 
tention of Galiiornians, and, if the 
assay of the rook lately sent to San 
Praneisoo proves satisfactory, will no 
doubt be soon taken in hand by capi- 
talists. On Uanyon Creek gold ledges 
have been discovered within the last 
throo months that oxcol in richness, 
if we may rely on tho reports of those 
who have visited that seotion, tho 
richest leads they have seen in Cali- 
fornia or any other mining country, 
while the much abased Big Bend 
country is also shown to offer the 
greatest inducements ior the invest- 
ment of capital: At the head of Mc- 
Ouilooh's Creek quartz lodes of groat 
promise have been discovered, and 
there is every reason to boliovo, from 
appo.'iraneo.-;, say tlio.-o who have 
prospected tho neighborhood, that good 
quartz veins are abundant. The com- 
pany referred to in our corrospoud- 
ent's le'ter were so much struck with 
the surlace indications of the lead thoy 
had struck that they iiniuediately de- 
termined upon pro.specLiiig it, and 
after sinking to a depth oi butween ton 
and eleven foot and fiudiiig tlio Hi;am 
had widened out from oight inches to 
thirty inches, and was turning out 
richer the further they wont down, 
they detached some 500 lbs. of the 
rook ior the purposes of assay, and 
suspended operations for the winter. 
Owing to tho dilliuulty of packing over 
the divide, tlio specimens were sent 
down tho Columbia, but the few 
pounds brought to this city are suffi- 
cient to satisfy tho veriest tyro in 
mining matters of tho riobnoss of tho 
lead. The locality is well adapted for 
a quartz mill, but the miners who 
prospect are as a rule too poor to emr« 
bark upon largo speculations for tho 
development of their discoveries with, 
out extraneous aid. There should bo 
no difficulty in obtaining that aid 
when capitalists aro sntisfiod of even 
a fair prospect of a return for their 
money. 11, as our currespondont bo~ 
lioves, tho Big Bend <[u;u tz \vill yield 
from 81500 to $2000 per ton, th 
should bo clearly optablii^hod and pub- 
lished to the world, and there will bo 
hopo ior the country. Considerablo 
Bums of money were expended by tho
